South Alberta Still A Wild Life 


Paradise--A Lure To Sportsmen | 


South Alberta has always been a} 


wild life paradise. During early 
frontier days, the buffalo furnished 
food for nomadic Indian tribes of 
whom the greatest hunters were the 
Bloods, the Peigans, the Stoneys, and 
the Sarcees. 

However, hunters’ and traders’ re- 
peating rifles liquidated the buffalo 
in the '70s and ’80s. But South Al- 
berta is still a colorful spot for out- 
door sportsmen, offering in its moun- 
tains, its foothills and plains, nearly 
everything that is to be found in the 
way of wild animals, migratory fowl 
and game birds. 

This summer, for instance, within 
75 miles of Lethbridge a grizzly bear 
was killed invading a foothills ranch. 
Two cougars were shot, one near Ma- 
grath and the other at Mountain 
View. Last winter herds of elk, 
which came from the Flathead coun- 
try of British Columbia and from the 


Waterton-Glacier International Peace! 


Park, almost ate foothills’ ranchers’ 
herds out of house and home, Now 
there’s a movement on foot to set 
apart a buffer strip between parks 
and ranches so that sportsmen can 
keep elk herds within bounds. Mule 
deer have been increasing in popula- 
tion in the foothills, and half a dozen 
may often be seen among the cattle 
on the ranches. 

After the hard winter of 1906-07 
the antelope, a native of Alberta, al- 
most disappeared. It was estimated 
at the time that not more than 250 
head remained roaming the range 
between the Bow and Missouri rivers 
on both sides of the international 
border, Representations by J. J. Mc- 
Hugh of Nemiscam resulted in set- 
ting up the Nemiscam Antelope 
Park. Since then the antelope have 
increased to about 20,000 in Alberta

World Long Way From Pushbutton 
Warfare, Says | Gen. McNaughton 


AJAX, Ont, — Although there is no known physical defence against 
atomic war, the world is “a long way from the pushbutton type of warfare 
described in the sensational magazines,’ Gen. A. G. L, McNaughton said 
here, Canadian representative on the United Nations Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, he pulled no punches as he described the awful havoc of a future 
atomic war in an address prepared for delivery to the University of Toronto 
Engineering Society at this post-war campus community 20 miles east of | 


Toronto. 

However, he said, there was 
need to “fear its outbreak on any] 
significant scale for a while yet,” 
and expressed optimism that inter-| 
national control of the atom bomb 
still could be found through the U.N., 
despite the reluctance of Russia to | 
agree with other nations on its con- 
trol.

Crewless aircraft, on the other hand, 
because of their ability to fly at great 
heights at high speed, would be al- 
most immune to known methods of 
enemy interference.

rocket or fighter plane to rise to 40,- 
000 feet. 

3. By submarines and other car- 
riers, or saboteurs who would place 
bombs with delay fuses in position 
by stealth. There would be great 
difficulties in establishing any really 
effective defence against this because 
their secret placement is much less 
difficult than ordinary high explosive, 
where volume and weight were fac- 
tors. 

The world must accept the thesis 
that “there is no physical defence 
against atomic war.” 

The atomic bomb, equivalent in the 
elementary models used at Hiroshima | 
and Nagasaki to 20,000 tons of TNT, 
could be increased in power and “lat- 
est types may be much more power- 
ful.”

“In this case about 10,000,000 tons 
of water contaminated with the ra- 
dioactive products of the explosion 
were blown up into the air,” he said. 
“This spray may travel downwind 
for several miles and wherever it 
falls the resulting radiation may per- 
sist for years at such a strength that 
human beings could not remain with- 
in the area and survive.”
